In an Interesting Sham Battle Between 


Naval Vessels Off Newport, But One 


Vessel of Attacking Force Lett 


• Newport, R. I., Sept 25.-—From out o! 
the darkness a hostile squadron, made 
UP of ths battleships Kearsarg* and 
Indiana, and tha gunboats Eagle and 
Scorpion, together with the fleet of si a 
torpedo boats, attacked an opposing 
squadron, mad* up at tha Massachusetts, 
taa Now Torts, the Vixen and the Tj^y 
dan. supported by the land batteries, and 
the defmyitnff squadron was triumphant 
Captain F«lgcr of the Kearsarg» com- 
manded the attacking craft, and Ad- 
miral Fanjuhar directed th« defenders. 


The maneuvers last night, which eom- 


*n«ne«d at 9:45, and lasted nearly thren 
hours, was In reality a night battle ta 
test th* effectiveness ef an attacklni 
squadron, aided by torpedo boats, againsi 
a naval force, aided by shore batteries, ie 
•which ths •earchlighta for the tim« be- 
ing were uied in place of shells, a well- 
directed ray for a certain time putting 
the craft out of action. 
If a torpedo 


boat could aot hold within range of hen 
searchlight one of the hostile ah'lps by 
firing a red rocket, the craft on the de- 
fensive was out of action, the fact thai 
the torpedo boat had the opportunity 
to blow her up constituting victory. If, 
on the other hand, a battleship got an 
opposing craft within range of her light 
and waa able to keep that vessel under Its 
rays for Use required time, the battle- 
ship's victory was shown by a blue rock- 
tt. 


Th« preparations for th» mock sea 


tight were carried out In detail to tha 
extreme, with as much attention almost 
as If a real fight were impending-. Every 
man waa at hla post, the guns ashore and 
afloat were manned and th-ere was great 
anxiety on tha part of th« d«f enders, as 
th« first faint trace of the foe was dis- 
cerned coming out of the darkness.

Hero Who Captured Bri- 


tish Sloop of War 


New Tone, Sept. ZB.—The first United 


States naval vessel to bear an Irish oama, 
the torpedo boat d'Brien, was launched 
at the Nixon shipyard in Elizabeth, N. 
J. 
Mine Myra L. O Brien of Phila- 


delphia, a direct descendant of the Rev- 
olutionary iioro, ic>r whom the- boat tvaj 
named, christened the"n«w vessel. The 
launching of the O'Brien marks another 
Etep in the consummation of ths govern- 
ment plan of perpetuating tha names of 
the more prominent flguresln the Ameri- 
can revolution. 


There ware five O'Brt«» brothers. 


Off Mao-Mag, Me., shortly after the batUa 
of Lexington, they captured the British 
sloop of war Margauretta, after a stub- 
born engagement. The townspeople had 
erected a liberty pole in commemoration 
of the victory at Lexington, and the 
British authorities sent the sloop to 
shell the town unless the pole waa 
levelled. 
The citizens decided to keep 


the pole intact, and a. lumber barge- hav- 
ing been manned, about 50 men. armed 
•with pitchforks and muskets, with Jo- 
seph O'Brien as leader, sailed down the 
bay toward the British, sloop of war on 
Sunday, May 11,1775.

UNDER SIXTY 


'FEET OF ICE. 


Cherry Island lies 1,400 miles directly 


north of Sweden and is the dividing 
line between the Greenland and the 
Barents' seas. A line drawn from east

verdure of summer, but during the re- 
mainder there are such cold and bleak- 
ness and loneliness as man can find no- 
where else outside of the north pole it- 
self. In the deep, dark ravines the 
•arth has never thawed since frozen 
tens of thousands of years ago, and OB 
the north side are blocks of ice which 
were cast up there when the Creator 
tvaa seeking to brine order out of 
chaos. 


In the year 1860 an English scientific 


society fitted out what was known as 
the Cherry Island expedition. It was 
purely in the interest of natural his- 
tory. Certain fish and birds which had 
become extinct in the south were still 
to be found up there, according to tha 
reports of whalers, and that was tho 
object in fitting out the brig Albatross 
for a voyage from London. Aside from 
a strong handed crew, three professors 
and four or five students accompanied 
the expedition, and after a voyage al- 
unost without event we reached Cherry 
Island soon after the beginning of its 
brief summer. The last 200 miles of 
our run, was made through field ice, 
with giant icebergs to be seen on every 
hand, and we found a great length of 
'shore piled high with blocks of lea 
from 5 to 25 feet thick. It was a three 
'days' job to warp the brig into a safa 
anchorage on the eoutb side of the 
Island, and when we had her secure 
most of the people went ashore to live 
'for a time in tents. Notwithstanding" 
the sunshine and verdure, there was a 
loneliness about the place to make one 
afraid 
We had expected to find polar 


bears and rabbits in plenty, but there 
was not a bit of animal life, excepting: 
•a few stray seals, to be encountered. 
Birds there were in plenty, however, 
•and of the species desired, while fish 
of all sorts were to be had for the cast- 
'ing of a hook. 
Each professor had 


(•his work cut out for him, and I wa* 
attached to Professor John Saundera 
of the Royal museum as a helper. He 
nras after birds and their eggs, and 
ferhen we bad been on the island a week 
p helped him to capture a specimen of 
the great auk, which species was sup- 
J»osed to have, been extinct for a quar- 
ter of a century past But three o£ 
jlhese birds were seen during our stay 
|pf 40 days, and we took one away with 
•JIB Into a captivity which lasted for 
ten years. It was said that the cap- 
Sure of this bird alone was worth more 
<to natural history than the cost of the 
expedition. 
' The Island, which Is of volcanic ori- 
gin, is a mere-jumble of rocks. It is 
ai miles long by 5 in breadth and at 
4be time of our visit had no tree higher 
[than ten feet 
These grew between 


bowlders and on the slopes, with 
patches of coarse grass aU about but 
there was not a level spot naif an acre 
4p extent on the whole island. It was 
Intersected In every direction by ra- 
jirlnes, eome shallow and some of awful 
iidepth, and during a storm, when the 
surf was bringing in great blocks of 
Ice and heaving them upon the rocks, 
.there were rumblings and echoes in 
those dark ravines to make a man pale 
With fear. We had been on the Island 
^Kbout 30 days and had pretty thorough- 
ily explored it when Professor Saun- 
ders and my humble self met with an 
Accident one day which led to a most 
Btrange discovery. We had set oft to- 
gether on a hunt after birds' eggs, and 
jln walking along a slope we struck a 
•pot overgrown with a short green 
nreed. As we walked over this bed we 
Wuddetrty found ourselves clipping. 
{There was water under it, and the 
{whole mass gave way and sent us slid- 
ing Into a ravine. We went slipping, 
•eliding, clutching and bumping a full 
<50 feet before we brought up, but nei- 
ther of OB was hurt beyond a few 
fbrulsea. Owing to the wet grass we 
Icould not clamber out at that spot and 
Bo continue'on down the ravine. Hav- 
ing presently come upon a few bones, 
Which the professor pronounced as be- 
longing to a polar bear, we decided to 
/follow the ravine to Its month. It led 
jBJmost north and south. It was dry 
[now, but there were times when It 
must have been filled with water from 
.bank to bank. 


I It was a tollwme Journey we made, 
tout it ended at last at a wall of Ice 
nrithin half a mile of the surf. At that 
.point the depth of the ravine was 
about luO reet, and, though tuc buii 
jura* shining above, it waa like evening 
flown there. A few yards before we 
!<were brought to a standstill we found 
the body of a man lying against the 
ifwall of rock on the right hand side 
fend ten feet above oar head*. It was 


;c«ufht and held fait on a point of rock. 
,.We were both a good deal startled ty 
the grewBotne night and had It bera a 
pallor with me I know I ghouia nav» 
taken to my heela. 


"We have a mystery ben and must 


•olvft it" Mid the professor as ha re- 
«ovtr*d from his •urprite. "Let ni get 
th« body down and make an investiga- 
tion." 


It was neither a body nor E skeleton. 


(Th« cold had preserved the flesh to ft 
certain eTteht, but the action of the 
prater running down the ravin* bad 
•l*o •worn it away. Th* face was well 
preferred, and th* balr wau as firm 
us In 1 fo 
It was the ronn ns of a 


(nan wbo bad jgr«l£bed^j^rbjy^ 100. 


pounds, but I had no difficulty in de- 
taching it from the rock and loweiiug 
It down. What remained of tho cloth- 
ing proved -that the mini had cither 
been a fisherman or a sailor, but his 
nationality could only be guessed at. 


"At some time or other," suUl the pro- 


fessor as he looked about "this ravins 
has been a cieek of considerable size 
flowing down to the sen. T'Us uiau 
came up the creek from the beach, but 
we now find a wall of ice blocking It 
up. 
The Ice has formed since ho 


ciiine. TJiere should be a boat frozen 
up in the Tvall between us and the 
sea." 


We had nothing to make a torch of, 


and, retracing our steps to a point 
where we could climb out of the ra- 
vine, we left the mystery to be solved 
another day. There was much discus- 
slou around the campfires that even- 
ing, and early next morning we set out 
to see if the ravine had once upon a 
time opened to the sea. We soon 
found that It had. Its mouth had been 
la a small bay, but a storm had filled 
it with bowlders and dammed back the 
waters flowing down. 
Between the 


eea and the spot where we found the 
body the ice was from 50 to 70 feet 
thick1. If the sun melted it for a few 
feet In the summer, the rains and 
snows of winter speedily replaced 
what had been lost. 
We found thia 


ice as clear as glass and as bard aa 
Iron, but povrder was brought from 
the brig, arid boles were drilled, and in 
a couple of days we had blasted out 
a great rift to half its depth. 


Everybody had a suspicion of what 


was frozen In down there, but yet the 
discovery gave us a shock. When but 
30 feet of ice l*y between us and the 
bottom of the rapine we could see 
through it well enough to make out 
the hull of a ship standing on an even 
keel. It was the hull of a brig, w|th 
masts gone, but otherwise Intact Are 
could even make out the ropes which 
had been frozen stiff as iron while 
they streamed along her decks, but 
there were no bodies of dead men la 
sight 
To blast out the remaining 


depths of ice and clear the ravine was 
a task requiring more aid than we 
could spare and more powder than we 
had aboard. We had to be content 
with what we could see. 


Years before—perhaps half a century 


—a merchant vessel bad made that 
little bay in distress. Wave and tide 
had carried her up to the creek, and 
wave and tide had blocked her exit 
Then she began to freeze in. No man 
can say how long it took for the Ice to 
bury her until it was a solid mass 60 
feet above her decks, but decades must 
have passed. If one of her crew got 
away up to the ravine why not all of 
them? And yet no other body or re- 
mains were to be found on the island. 
This man, who may have been the rap- 
tain, probably started out by himself 
to see If there was a chance of escape, 
but in miking his way up the ravine 
he perished of cold and hunger. Ther-e 
was scarce a hope for the others. If 
they left the hulk they were forced to 
return to it for shelter and food. There 
came a, day when food and fuel were 
exhausted, when avalanches of snow 
covered the decka and the cold of win- 
ter froze the marrow of their bones, 
and they hid away In forecastle and 
cabin and died with open eyes staring 
into the darkness. 
Upon our return 


to London the case was reported and 
made much of in the papers, but no 
government or individnal has ever 
gone farther than we did. A hulk lies 
there full of dead men—a hulk which 
sailed the waters of the frozen eeaa 
half a century ago, and there It will 
lie until time is no more and chaoa 
reigns again. It might be blasted out, 
but of what use? The solving of one 
mastery of the sea more or lees would 
count for but little.

And once nuara we command. Ger- 


many, in turn, threw her bomb Into 
the camp of the allies. The kaiser, 
being euro that hi* self-appointed com- 
mander-in-chlef, Count von Waldersee, 
had arrived on the spot, issued a Joint 
note to the'powers declaring that to 
the mind of the kaiser's government it 
was necessary to Insist upon the pun- 
ishment of the proved responsible au- 
thority for the recent outrages as a 
condition preliminary to negotiations 
with China for peace and settlement. 
Insisting on that meant a great deal. 
It would probably mean the personal 
punishment of the head or heads of 
the Chinese government, the emperor 
and empress dowager. There is prob- 
ably no question but that the empress 
dowager and the supine emperor are 
guilty of encouraging the 
outbreak 


against the foreigners, and no doubt 
it would be strict justice to hold them 
responsible to the extent of personal 
i-unishment. 
But such procedure is 


not practical. To decide upon a policy 
that would include the head of the em- 
pire of China for punishment -would be 
deciding on a stupendous course to 
pursue, a course entailing the prob- 
able humiliation of the empire's rulers 
and the setting up of other rulers in 
their stead. To be committed to such 
a policy meant to be committed to a 
policy comprehending the responsibili- 
ty for the government of the Chinese 
nation. The United States does not 
fancy that, and has informed Germany 
that this government will insist upon 
the punishment of the offenders, but 
will not make that punishment a con- 
dition to the opening of ureliminary 
negotiations. Therefore, Minister Con- 
ger will assume his diplomatic respon- 
sibilities and consider himself In dip- 
lomatic relations with the emperor of 
China, the represented ruler of China 
China. 


This is a set-back to Gemany greater 


than the obstacle throw*, in the way of 
Russia that we have explained. 
It 


means simply this, that the United 
States recognized the rulers of China 
before the outbreak to be the rulers 
still and that through the proper dip- 
lomatic channels, tranquility being 
practically restored, will enter into ne- 
gotiations with the bean, ox the Chinese 
empire in the making of arrangements 
whereby our government will receive 
proper satisfaction for the injuries in- 
flicted upon our citizens and proper 
assurances relative to our trade with 
China. 


Unquestionably it Is a recognition of 


Kwang Hsu as the ruler, with, per- 
haps, the empress dowager as the pow- 
er behind the throne, but what else is 
practicable? Nothing, imiess we choose 
to be a party to the reconstruction of 
China under entirely new rulers. 


We are again at the front, no matter 


how Great Britain or any other sower 
may lament or criticise.

The science of medicine is year after 


year becoming more and more perfect. 
Its diagnoses are more reliable, and It* 
method of treatment is more rational. 


Although the brain 10 the chief part 


of the animal man, yet there are many 
things about th« brain which scientists 
liave not yet fathomed. 


But great strides have been made In 


that knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us what the cranium really 
contains. Shelving what has gone be- 
fore and what has been taught as med- 
icol law, the following iuivrefting data 
on how the brain works are now what 
is accepted at the present time as the 
correct theory: 


The cerebrum—front and top—Is the 


chief part of tho brain and the Imme- 
diate Boorce of all our mental action. 
The gray matter of the outer surface is 
made up of layers of nerve cells. These 
are the thinking centers. Experiments 
have clearly demonstrated that each 
convolution has a special function, and 
If destroyed it cannot be replaced. 


It has also been found that the left 


felde of the brain is more active than 
the right. 


How has that been found out? Well, 


If an epileptic commences a fit by 
twitching the right thumb or hand one 
•would find its cause in its nerve center 
on the left side of the brain. It Is only 
within the past few years that medical 
men are now able to make a map of the 
surface of the brain according to the 
various functions performed. 


All impressions received from the 


cuter world, whether through the me- 
dium of sight, smell, hearing, taste or 
touch, are carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded in the brain 
cells of their respective areas, while 
all movements are the result of Im- 
pulses from the cells In the different 
motor areas. 


Now, there are five large sensory 


areas Ifl the make up of the brain. 
First, sight, which is the largest, at 
the back of the brain. Smell, taste and 
hearing have their positions at the side 
of the head In the temporal (temples) 
region and Inner surface. Touch has 
Its domicile at the top of the brain, 
while the large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of the middle 
brain. 


These are BO splendidly arranged by 


nature that the motor cells of the llpa 
are in front, then those of the band, 
arm and BO on to the foot. To give 
you an example bow the sensory and 
motor nerves work: If you touched 
anything hot or sharp, the impression 
would be conveyed to the sensory area 
along the nerves connected with It. 
The sensory cell which received the 
message would immediately communi- 
cate with the motor cells to pull your 
hand away. 


Why is It easier to remember an ob- 


ject than, say, a mathematical formula 
or a poem? The reason of this is that 
•whereas the former has impressions 
stamped on several brain centers, such 
as sight, touch, smell, taste and the 
rest, the latter are stamped on centers 
which are not nearly so retentive aa 
the former. 


In repeating poetry, for instance, it 


Is the sound of the last line which 
suggests the next line, but an object 
presents itself to the brain centers 
concerned Immediately. Yon know an 
apple or an orange when you s«e It 
because you are aided in distinguishing 
It by a set of centers which are not 
only more numerous, but quicker hi 
perception. Though poetry is revived 
in the sight and sound centers, it Is 
not so well fixed there as in the ether 
case, because It calls tip fewer cen- 
ters. 


An apple, for instance, Is stamped 


twice in the optic center, once as a 
green fruit and once as the printed 
•word. There is an optic word center 
and a pictorial or photographic center. 
The poem is only stamped in the for- 
mer, 
as of course it is not an object 


which can be pictorially represented. 


The brain is nothing less than a big 


album of photographs and other sen- 
sory impressions. The prefrontal region 
may be compared to a registry office 
where certain records are kept. In the 
brain that particular part is th« start- 
ing place for the memory. If we wish 
to recall a subject, the stimulus must 
pass to the ptefrontal or registry office 
of the brain, whence the stimulus is 
Bent to the brain cells containing the 
sensations to be recalled. It Is like a 
signal box on a railway. 


Now, unless your blood be In good 


order the active life of the brain will 
be affected. 
Blood is the nourishing 


agent, and if it be of a poor kind the 
work it does in the way of nourishment 
will be of a worthless character practi- 
cally. Poor blood is an enemy of the 
brain, but happily it is not BO disas- 
trous a foe as worry. In that you have 
the real enemy of the brain. Worry 
disorganises the machinery of the 
brain and mind and is little Inferior to 
shock, which usually paralyze* both. 


Worry causes irregular nerve action, 


and if It be continuous It produces a 
confusion of ideas. This depresses the 
cells of the brain, and the usual result 
Is if there is no abatement in the worry 
complete failure of thd brain'* action 
and consequent mental disturbance.

A High and Strongly Expriutd Opinion 


•f iht President 


i3om«lhlng of a sensation waa cre- 


ated at the Plttutleld M«thodlst church 
Sunday when Rev. John W. Thomaeon 
during his morning dlsodurBe, took 
occasion to touch upon the aueetlons 
•wh|ch are absorbing1 International at- 
tention, and incidentally to pay high 
tribute to President William McKln- 
Icy. In an interview this mornine, 
says the Pittsfleld Eagle, Dr. Thomp- 
son said he saw no reason -why these 
matters should not be spoken of in the 
pulpit as well as in the editorial sanc- 
tum, "and," he added, "they will be so 
far as I am concerned." 


What follows is only that part of the 


sermon which, bears upon the points 
in ctuestlon. The minister was speak- 
ing of the genius of the rovernment of 
the United States, and how, better 
than any other nationality 
on the' 


globe, it recognizes the principles of 
justice .eq^ility and liberty; that with 
all ita fauls and all its errors in his- 
tory and policy, It ,s a. government 
founded on religious ideas, and de- 
rives is strength from the recognition 
and reverence of God and the e<iual 
rights of mankind; that tl is not in 
the interest of a class or classes, but 
its high roads to ereatness have led 
from the log cabin, the flat-boat, the 
tannery and the towpath of the canal, 
making its hljrh levels accessible tothe 
feet of a!!: that it is infusing ita spirit 
into the lifeblood of all the nations of 
Europe today; that it is today the 
moet Influential nation on the earth 
and Is having quite aa much to do In 
the casting: of opinions abroad as 
aanong Us own people. 


Continuing he said: 
"We

country whose national dangers are 
superficial and like the prairie fires 
that burn over the surface and leave 
the soil. Those of monarchical govern- 
ments are Internal and volcanic; that 
is the difference between them. All 
things with us as to public measures 
and public policies are in the hands of 
the people—not a part of them but 
all of them—and it Is competent for us 
to correct evils at any tiine, and when 
the crisis really comes and the issue is 
squarely before us, the American peo- 
ple can be trusted to do the right 
thing and their adopted policy depend 
upon it. will not be suicidal. 


"Japan has made marvelous strides 


of progress, but is walking around in 
the clothes of civilization. 
She will 


soon cease the atlemot to maintain 
Christian, civilization without being 
Christian. The early destiny of Japan 
Is to be Christianized. 
China has 


arisen and the dust of ages that bad 
gathered upon her, has created some 
confusion of light, The upheaval

physical history of the globe. These 
have given fertility end richness to 
our valleys, swiftness to our streams 
and have rendered the earth habitable. 
Like this the upheavals in China, with 
all their blood and infamy and sacri- 
fice, are destined to make their rich 
contributions to the improvement and 
greatness of that people. More prog- 
ress will be made in China In the next 
20 years than was made in all the are- 
vlous centuries of her history put to- 
gether. The heads of European gov- 
ernments are bent over these problems 
of the east; the glistening of bayonets 
a::d the booming of cannon are all her- 
alds of a brighter day: and the one 
man who sees further, se«s clearer, 
sees deeper, who.has the widest com- 
prehension, the mightiest intellectual 
grasp of these problems and whose in- 
fluence Is most potential in these gen- 
eral deliberations, la "William McKin- 
ley, the present incumbent of the pres- 
idential cha.ir of these United States.

The state 
tax Is now $5000, and me county tax 
$17,000, and it is predicted that the 
total increase will amount to about 
$6400.

of the Chesapeake and Ohio railway at 
St, Louia, has recently received from 
Washington his United States patents 
on an invention of Las which seems to 
combine great merit nnd simplicity of 
construction with cheapness of applica- 
tion. 


The invention consists of a second 


electric "headlight," or searchlight, 
mounted upon the roof of the cab of 
the locomotive, pointing always to the 
rear of the train; therefore he calls it 
a "hiudlight," nnd the chief object of 
the invention, says the Kansas City 
Times, is to protect the hind end of the 
train from bc-tng run into by liny trail) 
that may be following it. 


The "hindllght" rests upoa the roof 


of the cab and is attached to one end 
of a lever about eight feet long and is 
steadied and controlled by two parallel 
rods and by means of simple arrange 
meat of cylinders and compressed air 
can be elevated six or seven feet above 
the roof e£ the cab or swung around at 
right angles to either side of the cab, 
so-that the powerful light can be seen 
at a great distance from any point In 
the roar of or on either side of the 
train. Intense darkness, rain, snow or 
fog simply renders the light more prom- 
inent, and the engineer can instantly 
change the color of the light from 
white to red or green, as occasion may 
require. 


The engineer can, by moving a single 


lever above his head, sweep the whole 
of the horizon in a half circle to the 
rear of tbe train with a powerful beam 
of light,'dashing It back and forth to 
attract attention, and can throw the 
light across the country when he bap- 
pens to be stopped on a curve, lighting 
up the track, the sldos of a cut or any 
prominent object, such as a rock, bluff, 
a house or barn, a clump of trees, etc., 
and owing to the elevation of the light 
and its great power, it would be prac- 
tically impossible for a following train 
to get within a dangerous distance of 
a preceding one without the warning 
light being seen. 


The "hindlight" will flood the whole 


train and Its vicinity back of the en- 
gine with as strong a light as the 
"headlight1"' throws in front of the 
train, and there are many occasions in 
every trip over the road where the 
"hindlight" can be used to great ad- 
vantage, such as in talcing coal and 
water, in backing Into a siding, in case 
of an accident of any kind, in locating 
tramps and robbers, in lighting up the 
depot and platform when a train stops 
at a station and many others. In fact, 
it would seem that once' in use the 
wonder would be how they ever got 
along without it; at least that Is the 
history of searchlights on steamers, 


As the same dynamo that supplies 


the "headlight" with electricity will 
be used for the "hindlight" the extra 
cost of introducing the new light will 
be small and the cost of maintaining it 
nothing at all. 


For freight trains, in addition to the 


"hindlight" on the engine, another 
"hindlight" will be located on the top 
of the caboose and lighted with an in- 
candescent arc light, the electricity 
being supplied by a system now in use 
which generates the electricity by 
gearing a dynamo to the car axle and 
charging a storage battery with elec- 
tricity for use when the train Is stand- 
Ing still.

ly sews give way at a certain time. 
Suppose be ahould use ope kind of 
thread in a coat warranted to break in 
one week, another kind'in the trousers 
guaranteed to fall apart In a month 
and using permanent material only in 
making up a waistcoat. Yet this is ex- 
actly what the surgeon does every day. 
Sutui OR, as tiio surgeon's ttiread is call- 
ed, are made from various materials, 
according to the requirements. Catgut, 
silk thread, silkworm gut, silver wire, 
kangaroo tendous and horsehair are in 
common use. 
' 


Ciugufe was at one time obtained 


from members of the feline tribe. As 
its use increased the supply ran short. 
Experiments showed that sheep fur- 
nished an acceptable substitute. So 
catgut used by surgeons, Jewelers and 
makers of musical Instruments comes 
now from the submucosa, or middle 
layer of the intestine of a sheep. It is 
the most commonly used of all sutur- 
ing material. Catgut stitches are ab- 
sorbed in from five t6 seven days, de- 
pending o~n the individual upon whom 
t.'jcy are used. In occasional instances 
catgut stitches .have been known to be 
absorbed in 8&" hoars. By treating it 
•with cnromlt rfcid such a suture will 
remalb. la potltioft for many weeks. 
Because of its aiflaptability and the 
cheapness of the material catgut heada 
the list of surgical threads. 


Silkworm gut can be more thorough- 


ly sterilized than any other known 
uuture material. In preparing sutures 
of all sorts the usnal method is to boil 
the material in ether, allow It to soak 
for 24 hours, then place it In alcohol 
for a day or two and follow this with 
a bath of mercury solution. Notwith- 
standing this thorough cleansing, the 
microscope reveals germs still present 
in varying numbers in many instances. 
Silkworm sutures show fewer micro- 
organisms th<m other materials treated 
in this way; hence it is highly recom- 
mended for surgical work. The mate- 
rial is extracted from a silkworm killed 
immediately before it begins to weave 
its cocoon. 
Unfortunately for sur- 


geons, silkworm sutures are not ab- 
sorbed, but remain permanently in 
place. For this reason its use is re- 
stricted, to special work. 


The short, tough tendons taken from 


the tail of a kangaroo furnish surgeons 
with a valuable thread. Kangaroo ten- 
don stitches will hold fast for many 
days. The time of absorption, is esti- 
mated from four weeks to two months. 


Horsehair and silver wirjs sutures are 


nonabsorbable. The fluids of the body 
do • not affect them in any way, and 
once in place the stitches will remain 
until forcibly removed. By some it is 
asserted that silver wire Sas distinct 
antiseptic properties. Nitrate of silver' 
in solution fs known to be a good ger- 
micide. Hence it is argued that a sil- 
ver salt injurious to germ development 
is formed by the contact of body fluids 
with silver wire. Thus stitch abscesses 
are said to be of rare occurrence when 
silver wire is utilized. 


Silk thread, such as is used by tai- 


lors, But of the finest quality and of 
larger caliber, is frequently used. The 
stitches are practically nonabsorbable, 
though at times no trace of the thread 
has been found In the tissue at the ex- 
piration of a year. 


To accommodate this assortment of 


threads special varieties of needles are 
naturally required. A surgeon's "house- 
wife" contains needles that would 
scarcely be recognized as such by the 
uninitiated. Besides the needles curv- 
ed in different segments of a circle, 
surgeons use 
needles 
_ shaped like 


spears, javelins and bayonet points. 
Some arc as long as bodkins, terminat- 
ing in a point like a miniature knife 
blade. Others have the sharpened end 
triangular, with the apices of the an- 
gles sharpened to a razor edge. Some 
few are formed like ordinary sewing 
needles, but made of greater tensile 
strength. 


Instead of a thimble a surgeon uses 


an instrument called a^ needle holder. 
It is shaped like a pair of scissors, the 
points of which are blunt clamps. The 
needle is held fast between the jaws 
of the clamps until released by opening 
the two blades as scissors are opened. 
Then a fresh hold is taken, and the ac- 
tion repeated with every stitch. 


A skillful surgeon has perfect com- 


mand of the needle at all times. There 
are moments during an operation when 
a well placed stitch means saving the 
life of a «patient. At such times the 
skillful surgeon displays a celerity and 
deftness not surpassed in embroidery. 


The surgeon relies upon certain 


stitches for different nee'ds, just as the 
dressmaker picks and chooses among 
the various forms of stitching. 
The 


hemstitch, catstitch, whalebone, her- 
ringbone, running stitch iftid back hand 
so dear to the feminine fingers have 
their counterparts In the surgeon's 
mattress suture, interrupted and con- 
tinuous suture, subcuticular suture, 
purse string and figure eight sutures, 
Lembert and Czerney sutures. As the 
seamstress selects an appropriate 
stitch for a seam, a buttonhole or an 
edging, so the surgeon chooses in form- 
Ing his life saving stitches.—New York 
Sun.

Carious Folklore and History Con- 


cernlner Tbl» Common Kerb. 


Some quaint ideas have hovered 


around that familiar garden herb and 
dish' adorner, parsley. 
In England, 


Devonshire folk declare that parsley 
must never be transplanted or groat 
evil will follow. Suffolk people say it 
will not come up double unless sown 
on Good Friday—a notion that experi- 
ments might surely soon have disprov- 
ed—while ancient dwellers in Hamp- 
shire steadfastly refuse to give any 
parsley away. Ask them for roses, lilies, 
fruit or rare vegetables, and basket- 
fuls will, ba gladly bestowed on you, 
but request a few sprigs of parsley and 
you will bo tolrt. with a solemn shaking 
of heads, "No, we never pick parsley 
for a»ny one, unless It's paid for!" 


The great historian Plutarch relates 


an interesting anecdote on the subject 
of this herb. Timoleon was leading an 
army against the Carthaginians. "But 
as he was ascending a bill from the 
top of which the enemy's camp and all 
their vast forces would bo iu sight, he 
met some mules laden with parsley, 
and his men took it into their heada 
that it was a bad omen because wo 
usually crown the sepulcher with pars- 
ley, and thence comes the proverb with 
regard to one that is dangerously ill, 
'Such a one has need of nothing but 
parsley.' To deliver them from this 
superstition and to remove the panic 
Timoleon ordered the troopa to halt, 
and making a speech suitable to the 
occasion, observed among other things 
that crowns were brought them before 
the victory and offered themselves of 
their own accord. For the Corinthians 
from all antiquity have looked upon a 
wreath of parsley as sacred, crowning 
the victors with it at the isthmian 
games.". The general then crowned 
himself and all his officers with pars- 
ley wreaths, and led his men to bat- 
lie, their fears conquered, the result 
being a decisive victory. — Chicago 
Times-Herald.

THE SECRET SERVICE. 


Tlre»orae Work ot Ileaiellng; • d-

Some governments make use of nu- 


merals for their ciphered communica- 
tions with their agents abroad, others 
a mixture of numerals and words, and 
yet others exclusively words. Of course, 
the only problem that needs solution 
in dispatches of this kind Is to ascer- 
tain the key number or key word. 
When that is accomplished, the re- 
mainder is easy, though generally very 
tedious. Indeed It Is difficult to conceive 
of a more tiresome, bead splitting piece 
of work than either to cipher or deci- 
pher a dispatch of some 1,500 or 2,000 
words. The writer talks from sad and 
weary experience. 


Some governments change the key 


word or key numerals with each dis- 
patch, according to a settled arrange- 
ment. Others, again, change It every 
month. Sometlrnea it is placed at the 
beginning of the dispatch, at other 
times at the end. To the- uninitiated a 
dispatch of this kind will appear In the 
nature of a Chinese puzzle, bnt to an 
expert cryptographer the deciphering 
of a government code dispatch Is mere 
child's play. 


Occasionally the dispatch will appear 


a mere jumble of consonants without 
any meaning, while at other times it 
will be so ciphered as to contain sensi- 
ble and plausible sentences, the mean- 
Ing of which appears on the surface. 
It was a code of this kind that was 
used by the Spanish secret agents in 
this country during the war with 
Spain, and the clever staff of secret 
service men employed by the United 
States government were In a very 
short time possessed of a key to the 
cipher In question.—New York Tribune,
